Claim 1 1 (currently amended): An organic light emitting display, comprising: 
a substrate; 

an organic light emitting unit on the substrate, and 
10 a single-layered passivation layer covering the organic light emitting unit, 

wherein the passivation layer is made of a chemical compound reacted by organic and 
inorganic materials, and the chemical compound has a varied gradually varying 
organic/inorganic ratio from an inner side of the passivation layer adjacent to the 
organic light emitting unit to an outer side of the passivation layer.

Claim 12 (original): The organic light emitting display of claim 11, wherein the 
organic content is preponderant in a portion of the passivation layer adjacent to the 
organic light emitting unit. 

20 Claim 13 (original): The organic light emitting display of claim 11, wherein the 
inorganic content is preponderant in a portion of the passivation layer not in contact 
with the organic light emitting unit. 

Claim 14 (original): The organic light emitting display of claim 11, wherein a 
25 thickness of the passivation layer is in a range of about 500 to 5000 angstroms. 

Claim 15 (original): The organic light emitting display of claim 11, wherein the 
passivation layer includes SiOxCyHz, SiNxCyHz, or SiOwNxCyHz compounds. 

30 Claim 1 6 (original): The organic light emitting display device of claim 1 1 , wherein the 
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passivation layer has light transmittance in a range of about 40 to 90%.
